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| Bridge Sheared, Township Barber Learns 
About Cutting Through Zoning Laws

When John Krieger came to 
the 
United 
States 
from 
Ger­ 
many in 1929 as a boy of 15, 
little did he know of the Amer­ 
ican 
ways of government—or 
more 
specifically 
the 
zoning 
laws of a community. 
All he had on his mind then 
was to “ settle down in your 
great 
country” 
and 
learn 
a 
trade. He did just that as he 
went to barbering school. 
Several 
years 
later, 
after 
traveling from Philadelphia to 
San F'rancisco and back again, 
Kreiger settled down in Corn­ 
wells Heights and opened up a 
barber shop across the Nesham- 
iny Creek in Newportville, Bris­ 
tol Township. 
For 15 years Krieger and his 
wife, Lillian, and their son Pe­ 
ter, now 18 and a graduate of 
Bensalem High School, enjoyed 
the American way of life in 


their home at 2605 Garrett Ave. 
Krieger, who became a U.S. 
citizen in 1934, was more than 
content in his barber shop. He 
even did his duty for his new 
homeland, serving w ith the U S. 
Army in World War II. 
Last April, however, events 
began turning the other 
way 
for Krieger 
and 
his 
barber­ 
shop. 
The 
state 
highway 
depart­ 
ment began work on demolish­ 
ing the old bridge spanning the 
Neshaminy and erecting a new 
one. With the construction work 
went 
Kreiger’s 
barber 
shop, 
along with 
some other prop­ 
erties on the Bristol Township 
side of the creek 
Faced With Dilemma 
Faced with the dilemma of 
no barber shop and no way of 
providing

Kriegti

Last night he appeared 
be­ 
fore 
the 
Bristol

Board of Commissioners at a 
zoning hearing held in Benja- 
man Franklin J u n i o r High 
School, Levittown. He was seek­ 
ing a change in zoning of his 
property 
from

(re sid e r 
tial) to commercial so he could 
put up a new barber shop. 
The township planning com­ 
mission first rendered its opin­ 
ion that it wouldn’t be feasible 
to change the zoning because 
Krieger’s property “ does n o t 
meet the zoning requirements 
for com mercial.” 
Buffer Necessary 
The commission pointed out 
that a 5ft-foot buffer is needed 
and 
that 
a 
two-story 
house 
and a two-car stone garage are 
in the buffer strip. The plan­ 
ning commission said a traffic 
hazard would be created by the 
business establishment. 
Speaking good English, with 
a German accent, Krieger told 


the commissioners lie’s “ been 
left hanging by the road and 
bridge going through his prop­ 
erty.” 
When somebody brought up 
the question of how 
residents 
in the area might feel about 
the zoning change, Commission­ 
er Samuel Delp asked Kreiger: 
“ Are 
your 
neighbors 
aware 
you’re here tonight?”

Krieger 
drew
